Gave you in my laſt, a Few of the Multitude of haughty Inſcriptions, 
Motto's, and Medals of the French King's, which have appear'd in the 
| World, by Way of Addition to his promisd Glory ; I cannor. quit it, 
without putting you in, Mind of one or two more, and then [I ſhall touch the 
Reverſe. | 
At the Time of his Eruption into Holand, when, without any: Provocation by 
the Dutch, any Satisfaftion demanded, or any War declar'd, he fell into that 
Country like a Flood, you have his Aﬀtions compar'd to the Ways of God=— 
In a Medal ſtruck in the Year 1672, the King 1s repreſented in the Chariot of 
the Sun, running his Race round the World, and with the ſame Velocity of 
Motion, flying from one Conqueſt to another, having '12 Cities of Holland, 
which ſurrender'd to him in 12 Days, painted in the Circle he rides in, with this 


Inſcription, | SOLISQUE LABORES, : 
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On the general View of his Conquaſts, another Medal was form'd in the 

| Year 1679, repreſenting a Crown of Turrets, on a Trophy of Cannon 

Ard expreſſing two hundred Cities conquer'd by the Arms of Lous Le Grand, 

with this Inſcription, | | 

AU VAINQUER ETERNEL, 
To the Exernal Conqueror. 


Another Inſcription you have at the Building the Louvre, and written on the 
Friſe of the Building, | | 
Majeſtati ac Aternitati Gallics Imperns 


To. the Majeſty and Eternity of the French Empire. 


But above all, a Medal ſtruck upon the Extirpation of the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion in France, in Honour of the Service done the Church ——— On the one ' 
Side is the Figure of the Ring on Horlſe-back with his Troops, ravaging the 
Proteſtant Countries ; on the Reverſe, the King trampling a Monſter under his 
Feet, reprefenting Hereſie, with this Inſcriprion, 

QUIS CONTRA NOS, LUDOVICUS NOBISCUM ? 


Another, to teſtihi& the Glory of his perſecuting his Proteſtant Subje&s 
Has this Repreſentation ; Religion crowning the King witha Wreath of Glory — 
With this Motto, 
Ob vicies Centens Mitlia Calviniane Eccleſis revocata, 1685, 


For having reſtor'd to the Church two Millions of Calviniſts, 1685. 


Theſe are a very Few of the publick Inſcriptions, Motto's, Medals, and 
Trophies ereted by Way of Triumph ro this mighty Monarch, when in his 
proſperous Circumſtances We ſhall by this ſce, FROM WHAT he is 
fallen—Let me a little examine ſome of the Medals made in other Countries 
fiace his declining Fortunes, and by that ſhow yon, TO-WHAT he is fallen ; 
and [ ſhall cloſe it with a Scheme of his preſent Circumſtances, and the Facobites 
ſhall judge for themſelves, if this abdicated Glory of France can be ever likely to 
ſupport their Cauſe or not, which is the End of this whole Enquiry ; and if they 
zcknowledge it is not, I hope, they will be fo wile to themſelves, as to throw 
up this Joſt Game, and nor Piay away their Fortunes with their Cauſe, 

{ do not fay, thatl approve of this Method of Satyrizing the K. of France, a la 
Medailte, any more than I do of his Flatterers dedicating Medals to his Glory ; 


bur this way be faid for it, that ths French led the Way, and taught the World 
to mock them by their own Mcthod———And Father Meneftrier has been their

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The-firſt I meet with was, when the King of France, finding the Emperor 
growing ftrong by his Conqueſts over the Turks, made (as we faid) a private 

ye with Soliman the Emperor of the Turks, and at the ſame. time clap'd up 

a Truce with Mezomorto the Dey of Algier, in order to embarraſs Europe, and 
check the Imperial Conquefts—— Upon which he fell into Germany, 'tho* the 
Truce of 20 Years was not expird-—And thereby oblig'd the Emperor to di- 
vide his Forces, and at laſt to make the Peace of Carlowirz with the Turks : 
The French on one hand ravag'd the Palatinate, took Phillip-burgh, burnt the - 
Caſtle of Hidleburgh, and laid waſte all the Country ; and on the other hand, the 
Algerine Pirates came into the Channel, took Prizes even in the Mouth of the 
Thames, and were admitted to carry them into the Ports of France, as they did 
three Ships bound from Lendon to Amſterdam at one time——— Upon this Pro. . 
ceeding, the following Medal was made at Bruſſels, King Fames then reigning 
in England. 
MM Fn Princes were placid at a Counci]-Table, conſulting together for their 
united Intereſts, Soliman III, the Turkiſh Sultan, Mexomorro Dey of Algiers. . 
Louis XIV, King of France. And James Il. King of England. And on the 
| Reverſe, the Devil, with this Motto, . IE 
IN FOEDERE QUINTUS, 
The Fifth in the Confederacy. 


In another upon the ſame Occaſion, the Ring of France is repreſented bu y-. 
ing his League with the Turks, and ſoliciting the Algerines. 
"There is the Grand Seignior and the Dey of Algier on one Hand, and the. 
King of France with his Bags of Money at their Feet, bowing to them to make 
2 League with him, with this Motto above, 
GALLIA SUPPLERX, 
France Suppliant. 


And under the Kiog of France.is written, - 


To the Immortal Man. 


And on the Ring of the Medal, theſe Words; ]. 
' Amicus Turck, 
Amicus Algerimis, 
Amicus Barbaris, 
Chriſtianorum Ofor & Hoſts ; 
A Friend to the Turks, Algerines, and Barbarians, 
But an implacable Enemy of the Chriſtians,
